Rockford. 111. —«>- Elmore Mof- 


fitt, 54. of Beloit, Wis., was in- 
jured fatally early today in a tav- 
ern fight which authorities said 
started as an argument over the 
skill of a blonde piano player. 


Three other Beloit men. Melvin 


Doubleday, 32. his brother Frank, 
21. and Earl Inks, 21, were held in 
jail here for investigation. Moffitt's 
neck was broken in the altercation 
and he was dead when brought to 
the Beloit Municipal hospital. The 
fight occurred in a tavern at South 
Beloit. III. 


Deputy Sheriff Clarence Wollan 


quoted Frank Doubleday as saying: 


"We three were in the tavern and 


Moffitt was there with someone 
else. We didn't like the way Phyllis 
was playing the piano so I put a 
nickel in the phonograph to drown 
her out. Moffitt 
didn't like it 


and invited me outside. He pushed 
my head through the glass door as 
we were leaving." 


Melvin Doubleday declared he

"slugged."

They nest in the ever- 
green woods of Canada and visit 
us more or less regularly during 
the winter months.

As the name 


suggests, their bills arc crossed at 
the tip. a peculiarity in feature 
which they make use of in climb- 
ing among twigs and 
branches. 


The male American Crossbill is a 
bright red bird with dark wings 
and tail. The White-winged spe- 
cies is duller red. clouded with 
dusky and marked with two white 
bars on the wings. The females 
of both species are dull olive with 
darker wings and tails. Crossbills 
are about the size of 
sparrows. 


Like all finches, they fly in a wav- 
ering manner. 


Crossbills arc less sociable than 


Grosbeaks and are seldom seen in 
town. If you visit lonely ever- 
green woods repeatedly you may, 
some lucky day. be thrilled by a 
sight of their bright red bodies 
against 
the 
green of the trees.

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THE REAL GREATNESS OF LINCOLN 


While his assassination no doubt has 


created something of a halo around the 
memory of Lincoln it is not a major cause 
of his greatness. 


Both Garfield and McKinley \verc as- 


sassinated too. Yet they do not rise to the 
stature of Washington, Jefferson and Jack- 
son, none of whom was assassinated. 


Lincoln's remarkable handling of the 


most critical sickness America has ever 
had was due in fact to his immeasurable 
greatness of mind and because America 
responded to the directions of a pilot 
•who put service and character above ev- 
erything else. 


Perhaps no president ever nad a great- 


er cabinet than Lincoln. He selected the 
top brains of America. And in several in- 
stances this was quite difficult because 
the men he named had been his political 
foes and, moreover, had treated him with 
marked discourtesy and sometimes down- 
right rudeness. 


Such was the 
case with Edwin M. 


Stanton who became his Secretary of 
War, an imperious and difficult man but 
one of great activity, intensity and loyalty. 
Lincoln never complained about Stanton's 
waspish criticism but rather 
thanked 


him on many occasions for the splendid 
work he did. 


Salmon P. Chase, in whose honor the 


largest bank in America is named, serves 
as another example. He had been Lin- 
coln's Secretary of the Treasury and had 
done his work so well that he became 
in 1864 a natural aspirant for the presi- 
dency, and therefore resigned his cabinet 
position. Defeated in his presidential as- 
pirations Lincoln was quick to name him 
chief justice of the supreme court. Lin- 
coln wanted his talent -In the national ser- 
vice. 


Lincoln never clutched for power. No 


man ever respected the rights of other 
parts of our national structure more thor- 
oughly or honestly than he. He might 
criticize congress or the supreme court 
but he never attempted to trespass upon 
their sacred jurisdiction. Even after he 
issued the proclamation freeing the slaves 
Lincoln had grave doubts about his lawful 
rights to encompass thai object. A'short 
time before his death he wrote: 


"If slavery is not wrong nothing is 


wrong. I cannot remember when I did 
not so think and feel. Yet I have never 


* understood that the presidency con- 


ferred upon me an unrestricted right 
to act officially upon this judgment and 
feeling." 
Emancipation 
of the slaves, Lincoln 


was quick to point out, did not take place 
because he thought they should be free. It 
was ordered, he emphasized over and over 
again, purely as a matter of military ex- 
pediency and 
in order to weaken the 


South materially and in spirit as well. 


With fine discernment Mr. Lincoln rea- 


soned that all slaves his army might lib- 
erate could hold their freedom but that 
slaves the army could not reach might 
come under another heading. The right 
to seize enemy property for military pur- 
poses was one thing, and the right to de- 
stroy the property value in a slave that 
was not so seized was quite another thing. 
That necessitated a constitutional amend- 
ment which came in due time. 


Lincoln never looked upon tiie presi- 


dency as a matter of self-glorification. His 
first act in appointing Seward, Chase, 
Bates and Cameron to his cabinet—the 
four men who were the principal leaders 
against him for the nomination—was sage 
but far above the standard of most men's 
sagacity. 


Both Seward and Chase were then 


deemed by the country at large as vastly 
superior to Lincoln in the matter of states- 
manship. 


But Lincoln, by their appointment, was 


serving the country and not himself. 


With this splendid step he unified the 


forces of the country and then with almost 
perfect patience, and in constant disregard 


THE PROUD CARPENTER 


In a time when so many people are 


accused of abandoning their self-respect 
and preferring to live without work, the 
story of a 60-year-old Cleveland carpenter 
is strangely appealing. 


John Geatler came to America from 


Austria and took out his citizenship pa- 
pers 25 years ago. His people were all 
dead. He lived alone in a rented room, 
managed his own food, and had $5,000 
saved when he lost his job in 1931. Ever 
since he had hunted for work without 
success. 


One Friday last month John came 


home without his usual groceries. 
His 


room was silent then, and his landlady 
thought he had left town. 
Occasionally 


she would rap on his door, but there was 
no answer. Once she heard a movement, 
and called him, but he would not open 
the door. 


Finally the landlady called the police, 


and they demanded admittance. 
John 


crawled weakly to the door and slid back 
the bolt. He was unable to stand. He 
had not eaten for 19 days. The landlady 
reproached him for not telling her. "I 
no can pay, I no eat," he whispered. He 
had been sleeping on the hard floor. Asked 
why he avoided the bed, he said, "I no 
can pay, I no use." But why hadn't he 
used the lights? 
"I no can pay, I no see." 


The police called the ambulance and the 
landlady brought him some broth. 
He 


would not go to the hospital, protesting, 
"I no can pay, I die." 


Finally he was persuaded to eat, only 


on the promise that a job would be got 
for him, and then he could pay for his 
food. 
Such honest pride may be more 


common than we think. And when it is 
not evident, who knows what a struggle 
there has been before the surrender of a 
man's or woman's greatest possession— 
self-respect? 


UNSAFETY IN 1937 


The final report of the National Safety 


Council on the year 1937 contains some 
shocking figures. The toll of lives reached 
106,000. There were 375,000 persons in- 
jured permanently and 9,400,000 tempor- 
arily. The financial cost of these deaths 
and injuries reached the staggering sum 
of $3,700,000,000. That was wage loss and 
medical expense, plus property damages 
in traffic accidents and property loss in 
fires. 


The statistics are not wholly discourg- 


aging. The accident bill was $50,000,000 
lower than that of 1936. The rise in traf- 
fic and occupational accidents was not so 
great proportionally as the increase in 
number of automobiles or 
people em- 


ployed. There were fewer deaths froni 
accidents in homes, fewer heat fatalities, 
and so on. 


The best piece of news in the Safety 


Council's report is that the children's 
accidental death rate dropped sharply and 
may prove to be the lowest.since 1922 
for those between five and fourteen years. 
It was in 1922 that safety educational 
work with children began on a national 
scale. 
Steady improvement since then 


seems to prove that the work is weH 
worth while. 


PLAIN SPEAKING IN POLAND 
There is a Jewish problem in Poland, 


as in most of the European countries, but 
the Polish premier insists it is an econom- 
ic, not a racial, issue. His attitude, ex- 
pressed in a recent address to parliament, 
is worth studying. 


Racial conflicts were caused, he said, 


not by racial differences but by economic 
need and lack of employment. These dif- 
ficulties would have arisen among Poles 
even if there were no Jews in the coun- 
try. 
Peasants have been trying to raise 


their own standard of living by migrating 
to towns and industrial districts. Keen 
competition has resulted which the Jews 
must understand is not a violation of 
their rights. 


The government, mindful of its obli- 


gations, the premier said, would continue 
to treat all anti-Jewish outbreaks as acts 
of barbarity which must be punished. On 
the other hand, it would not tolerate 
foreigners meddling in Poland's social and 
economic affairs. 
Such meddling angers 


all patriotic citizens, both Poles and Jews, 
and docs the latter more harm than good. 


This policy, if accepted as sincere, looks 


like a real effort to get at the root of 
the trouble. 
It is a more humane and 


tolerant attitude than that of anti-Semitic 
leaders in Germany. Roumania, and Po- 
land itself. 
It upholds, in the face of 


growing unfairness, the principle of equal 
rights for all citizens. The racial questions 
being fought out today will never be suc- 
cessfully settled on a less just and hon- 
est basis.

high taxes to which the people of 
this country are subjected. But very 
few really know just why taxes 
arc as high as they are. This ar- 
Hc-c is written to show the reason 
thereof. 
Many persons in business think 


that the high taxes arc preventing 
the normal return of prosperity, 
and to some extent they are correct. 
But high taxes are not the cause of 
this depression, only one of the 
results. There arc three causes for 
high taxes. (1) unnecessary waste 
of tax receipts, (2) embezzlement 
by politicians for personal gain, 
(3) a high cost of government. I 
think the present state is caused by 
a combination of all three. Re- 
garding waste I say politicians are 
only human, and because of pres- 
sure from various parts of the coun- 
try cannot be helped. 
Embezzle- 


ment by politicians has been going 
on even back 
in 
biblical times. 


While these things are bad they 
have been going on so Jong that 
they can 
be 
disregarded. 
This 


leaves high cost of government as 
the principal cause of high taxes. 


A study of the national budget 


shows that a large amount of the 
taxes collected goes to the relief di- 
vision. We all know that it takes 
a certain amount of money to exist, 
also that many people do not earn 
that amount. The only, thing these 
people can do is to ask the govern- 
ment for help, that is relief. The 
government has only one source of 
income, that is taxes, and therefor 
higher taxes are the result. 


The next step in this study is to 


find out why these people on re- 
lief have no income. Many opin- 


ions have been given for the causes 
of unemployment, all partly right, 
but they are only results of the real 
cause which I will give now. If 
you can remember back to about 
the beginning of the year 1927. 
you will remember that many large 
concerns laid off a large number of 
their employees. The following is 
the reason for these wholesale lay- 
offs. Stockholders at that time al- 
most universally decided that their 
investments ought to pay higher 
dividends. They called a meeting 
and decided to hire an efficiency 
expert to find ways of increasing 
factory 
profits. 
These experts 


snooped through the 
mills and 


found that if several labor saving • 
machines were installed and the 
employees pushed mercilessly, pro- 
duction could be held at the same 
amount as formerly using only 
about half the employees. This was 
then done, and I can prove it. even 
in the case of my father. At the 
time he was a washerman in an 
Appleton paper mill. In this reor- 
ganization his helper was laid off 
and he was expected to do the work 
formerly done by two. Then add- 
ing insult to injustice his salary 
actually was increased two cents 
an hour from 46 to 48 cents. Now 
what did those laid off men do? 
They tried to get work but since all 
industry had laid off men could not. 
there was no work to be had. Now 
go to 1929 the year of the stock 
market crash, which is credited 
with starting the depression. With 
all these men out of work, living on 
savings or relatives without pur- 
chasing power of their own all in- 
dustry began to show signs of over- 
production. Warehouses were fill- 
ing and industry began to slow its 
pace. I don't know the exact cause 
of the stock market crash, but it 
was party due to the reductions of 
stock earnings. Many people lost 
money in the crash and this caused 
more unemployment 
In 1930 due 


to the low purchasing power of the 
laboring classes farm produce pric- 
es dropped to such a low level that 
many farmers lost their farms and 
the rest were unable to buy all of 
the essentials of life. This caused 
more lay-offs in the farm goods and 
machinery industrys. All in all the 
stockholders request for larger div- 
idends caused unemployment and 
finally destroyed even the stocks 
that were to earn these dividends. 


Now back to '.he present and high 


taxes. It seems that industry does 
not want to support the people on 
relief, so it becomes the duty of 
the government to do so. The re- 
sult is simply that if industry re- 
frses to pay salaries to support 
workmen it must pay taxes so the 
government can. Now as very few 
people have money to buy the prod- 
ucts of industry its profits ar« «o 
low they bar\ly cover the taxes re- 
quired. 
That is why industry if

This is practically 
the capacity of the Menasha plant 
and covers the city in the event of 
an emergency. The operation of the 
present plant will be continued, 
according to the commission, but 
not nearly at its peak capacity. No

DEDUCTION FOR BAD DEBTS 
Bad debts constitute a consider- 


able item in thc returns of many 
taxpayers and may be treated in 
one of two ways—either by deduc- 
tion from gross income in respect 
to debts ascertained to be worth- 
less either in whole or in part, or 
by a deduction of a reasonable ad- 
dition to a reserve for bad debts. 
Taxpayers were given an option 
for 1921 to select either of the two 
methods. The method used in the 
return for 1921 must be used in re- 
turns for subsequent years unless 
permission is granted by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue to 
change to the other method. Ap- 
plication to change must be made 
at least 30 days prior to the close 
of the taxable year for which the 
change is to be effective. However, 
a taxpayer filing a first return in 
1937 may select either of the two 
methods, subject to the approval 
of the Commissioner upon exami- 
nation of the return. Permission to 
adopt the reserve method is limited 
to taxpayers having a large num- 
ber of accounts where credit is ex- 
tended over a considerable period 
of time. It is not granted for the 
purpose of handling one specific 
debt 


What constitutes a "reasonable 


addition" to a reserve for bad debts 
must be determined in the light of 
thc facts, and will vary as between 
classes' of business and with con- 
ditions of business 
prosperity. It 


will 
depend 
primarily upon the 


total amount of debts outstanding 
as of the close of the taxable year, 
those arising currently as well as 
those arising in prior years, and the 
total 
amount of the existing re- 


serve. In case subsequent realiza- 
tions upon outstanding debts prove 
to be more or less than estimated 
at the time of the creation of the 
existing reserve, the amount of the 
excess or inadequacy in the exist- 
ing reserve should be reflected in 
the determination of the reason- 
able addition necessary in the tax- 
able year.
